Filibuster Co ntinues 
Senate Moves 
To Put Limit 
On Debates 


By The Asso ciated Press 
WASHINGTON (JP)—Senate leaders plan to po int an 
uncertain weapo n—limitatio n o f debate—at a small squad 
o f filibusterers try ing to talk to death the administratio n’s 
co mmunicatio ns satellite bill. 
Sen. Georg e A. Smathers, D-Fla., 
assistant Democratic floor leader, 
said a clotu re petition—to cu t off 
debate—wou ld be filed today . 


This W’ou ld force a showdown on 
the motion to bring the bill formally 
before the Senate. 
Howev er, ifs 
been 35 y ears since the Senate last 
ag reed to limit debate and thu s force 
a v ote on a measu re. 


Sen. Albert Gore, I)-Tenn., one of 
the Democratic liberals try ing to kill 
the satellite bill which wou ld create 
a priv ate corporation to own and 
operate the space network, told re­ 
porters he was confident the clotu re 
mov e wou ld be beaten. 


It requ ires the v otes of two-thirds 
of the senators present. 


The filibu ster g rou p bru shed aside 
a warning Monday that they may be 
endang ering the Nov ember election 
chance 
of 
their 
Democratic 
col­ 
leag u es and pressed on with their 
speeches. 


Gore held the floor fiv e hou rs u p 
to recess time Monday nig ht after 
a session ru nning ll hou rs and 42 
minu tes. 
Sen. 
M au nne B. Neu berg er, D- 
Ore., spoke for 44 hou rs, slipping ou t 
of her hig h-heeled shoes and standing 
in her stocking feet in the final min­ 
u tes. 
She charg ed that u nder the bill 
billions of tax dollars spent in re ­ 
search and dev elopment wou ld be 
tinned ov er to a “priv ate monopoly ” 
dominated by American Telephone 
& Teleg raph Co. The filibu stering 
g rou p wants the satellite corporation 
to be g ov ernment-owned. 
The bill wou ld establish a corpo­ 
ration owned half and half by com­ 
mu nications companies and the pu b­ 
lic throu g h stock pu rchases. 
The measu re, proposed by Presi­ 
dent Kennedy , has been passed by 
the Hou se and approv ed by the Sen­ 
ate Space and Commerce commit­ 
tee. 
Sen. Way ne Morse, D-Ore., who 
adv ocates g ov ernment ownership of 
the space network, 
has proposed 
that the Senate postpone action u n­ 
til after the Nov ember elections.

The site of the blacksmith shop has 
.special historical sig nificance becau se 
of the role Deere's plow play ed in 
opening the way for su ccessfu l cu lti­ 
v ation of the rich prairie soil which 
makes u p most of the nation’s mid­ 
western ag ricu ltu ral belt. 
lint ii Deere dev eloped his plow— 
which su ccessfu lly scou red in the 
sticky rich soil—cu ltiv ation of the 
land after the initial breaking of the 
sod was almost impossible. The soil 
wou ld cling to the iron plows then 
av ailable and had to be scraped 
clean with heav y wooden paddles 
ev ery few steps. 
Richard Hag en, historian for the 
state div ision of parks and memo 
rials and a consu ltant on historical 
stu dies now u nderway at the Deere 
homestead here, said location of the 
spot where the first su ccessfu l steel 
plow was bu ilt is important. 
Birthplace of Plow 
“The real importance of this site 
lies in its being the birthplace of the 
Deere plow. Despite the disappear 
ance of the blacksmith shop, the 
g rou nd 
itself takes on 
attraction 
when one can say with assu rance 
that, ‘this is where John Deere bu ilt 
the plow’ that broke the plains’,” 
Hag en said. 
Ex cav ation work has been g oing on 
for the past month, following pre­ 
liminary work by Dr. W. A. Long - 
acre. head of the phy sics department 
at the Michig an Colleg e of Mining & 
Technolog y at Hau g hton, Mich. He 
u sed a mag netom eter to detect con­ 
centrations of iron and steel u nder 
the soil in the area where the black­ 
smith shop was believ ed to hav e 
been located. Throu g h the y ears, fill 
work 
and 
other 
activ ities 
hav e 
cov ered the site. 
In 1919, the late Mrs. Katharine 
Deere Bu tterwort)!, Deere’s g rand­ 
dau g hter. pu rchased the old home­ 
stead, remodeled it and u sed it as 
a family g athering place. 
Since 1951, Deere & Company has 
owned the homestead and has ac­ 
qu ired 
some

NEW YORK (I?)—Steelmen are hop ing that their day s 
of taking it on the chin are coming to an end. They took a 
one-two p unch in the second quarter. 
First, in Ap ril they were hit hard 
when they tried to raise p rices and 
President Kennedy forced them to 
back away . Then their business fell 
off sharp ly , as their earning rep orts 
of recent day s make p ainfully clear. 
Some hop e that August will be the 
turning p oint. Most ex p ect no marked 
p ickup in orders and p roduction until 
after Labor Day . And a few, sm art­ 
ing from their hurts, fear a general 
recession is in the making that might 
keep the customers away from their 
mills for sev eral months more. 
But weak as the second quarter 
earnings of most of the comp anies 
look, the industry still can boast a 
gain ov er 1961 for the half y ear. 
With some of the big ones y et to 
be heard from—including U.S. Steel 
late this afternoon—rep orts of 19 
steel firms show all but fiv e doing 
better in the first six months of 1962 
than in the like p eriod of 19 61. 
Combined, the 19 earned $187,9 80.- 
624 in the half y ear Just ended, a 
gain of 47.4 p er cent ov er $127,- 
528,730 of the same 19 in the like 
p eriod last y ear. 
Howev er, the last p art of this 
p eriod, the Ap nl-June quarter, saw a 
big drop . Elev en of the comp anies 
fell behind their earnings in the sec­ 
ond quarter of 1961. Combined, they 
had $68,9 48,834 net 
income 
after 
tax es, against 89 .482,59 3 the p rev ious 
y ear, a decline of 22 9 p er cent. 
Steep s first quarter had worn a 
fev er flush from unusual buy ing by 
customers worried about the chance 
of a strike or p rice rise. Also, the 
January - March 
quarter 
figures 
were comp ared with the quarter in 
1161 when the last recession was at 
its deep est. 
The second quarter of 1962 saw 
steel’s 
customers 
assured 
there 
would be no strike and no p rice hike. 
So they used up the stocks they ’d 
bought earlier and held off ordering. 
This p eriod may be coming to an 
tnd. 
The U.S. Dep artment of Commerce 
lay s: 
“ In contrast with the sharp cut­ 
back in steel p roduction, consump ­ 
tion of finished steel ha* been in­ 
creasing steadily in recent months 
months.

The dep artment rep orts a drop 
of about one million tons in the 
stocks of finished steel during May 
and ex p ects June figures will show 
another big reduction. 


Along with cautious customers, 
the steel industry has been p lagued 
bv 
increasing 
comp etition 
from 
other materials, such as aluminum, 
cop p er and p lastics. Steelmen are 
fighting hack now, seeking new 
uses for their p roduct. 


Also imp orts of foreign steel hav e 
risen this y ear. Some 1.7 million tons 
were imp orted 
in 
the 
first 
fiv e 
months, against a million a y ear ago 
Lower p roduction costs hav e help ed 
the foreign nulls to comp ete. But 
another reason for the increased 
flow is that in a number of steel 
p roducing countries cap acity has now 
been built up enough to satisfy the 
home needs and leav e a surp lus for 
ex p ort.

Q—• My sister wTites from Sweden 
that her baby was deliv ered with 
the help of a “v acuum ex tractor" 
that shortened her labor and made 
it easier. What is this ex tractor? 
Is it being used in America? 
A—The Malmstrom v acuum ex ­ 
tractor is of Swedish origin. It con­ 
sists of a suction cup that is fitted 
to whatev er p art of the baby shows 
ex cep t for the face. Thus, it might 
be attached to the head or brow 
to aid deliv ery The ex tractor may 
be used in p lace of foreep ts. Nat­ 
urally , its use requires skill, and 
initial ex p eriences here in America 
tend to confirm the claim that it is 
a “definite aid to deliv ery .” The 
risk of its use to the mother is 
negligible. Damages to the baby 
consist merely of slight blistering 
and 
sup erficial 
abrasions 
at 
the 
p lace of contact. 
WTiile on the subject of childbirth, 
another p romising innov ation is that 
of use of a p ressure suit, such as 
is worn by astronauts. This suit p er­ 
mits p ressure to be ex erted on the 
abdominal wall as an aid to uterine 
contractions. 
P l e a s e understand, howev er, 
that these innov ation* are still in 
ex p erimental p hases. 
They are not y et av ailable for 
routine use ex cep t under ex p ertly 
controlled conditions. 
O—What p roof is there that smok­ 
ing has a bad effect on the heart 
and circulation? 
A—There 
Is 
both 
ex p erimental 
and clinical p roof. For ex amp le, it 
can be demonstrated in the labora­ 
tory that nicotine lessens blood flow 
through the coronary arteries, thus 
dep riv ing heart muscle of needer 
nutriment. 
Furthermore, 
coronary 
blood flow is lessened p rogressiv ely 
as the bed is narrowed due to p re 
ex istent disease. 
Clinically , many p hv sicans hav e 
I observ ed 
that 
certain 
conditions 
such as angina p ectoris and esp e 
dally a disease of the v essels of 
arms and legs called thrombo-angi 
itis obliterans, are made w^orse by 
continued smoking and eased by 
“kicking” the tobacco habit. 


In my p ublished tex tbooks, y our 
doctor will find an illustration show­ 
ing changes in the electrocardia- 
gram. caused by smoking. Another 
shows the effects on the hands when 
a p atient with thrombo-angiitis stop ­ 
p ed and then resumed smoking.
